DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claim 59 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter, which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
The original specification and drawings do not disclose the limitation "the first number of turns 
exceeding the second number of turns, the length of the first bands as measured in a 
longitudinal direction exceeding the length of the second bands as measured in a longitudinal 
direction". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 39-50, and 52-54, 56-58, and 60-61 are allowed.
